Shell be in 
the recording studio for most of her vacation cut¬ 
ting Frankie A Johnny and Underground sessions. 
She may also cut some solos. 

I was delighted with Alex Bennett’s show with 
the ex-dope addicts from Synanon. They told it like 
It is. They blew the theory wide open that mari¬ 
huana doesn’t lead to stronger, more addictive 
narcotics. Those of you who think marihuana is 
harmless should think again after hearing argu¬ 
ments from people who have been there.
